Private enterprise built Victoria’s harbor 
seaplane float, says T. H. Cressy, veteran Victoria 
airways man and Conservative candidate in the 
coming provincial election. 

"The first float was used by Eddie Hubbard, 
flying the Seattle air mail. This was moored near 
the present one, but was only two logs lashed to¬ 
gether in 1921 to 1922. 

"The second was opposite the Empress Hotel 
steps, just a flat tloat, used mostly by the old 
Canadian Air Board patrol flying boats, 1922 to 
1924. 

“The first commercial float was built for the 
Alaska-Washington Airways by the Home Oil Co. 
In 1930, and moored at a spot where the old 
chemical plant operated in the Inner Harbor. 

"This was used for the first.Seattle-Van- 
couver-Victoria airplane run (which) folded up in 
1932. 

"In 1935 or 1936 the Western Canada Air¬ 
ways moved the float to the present position, until 
they were made to move to Esquimau They op¬ 
erated from there from about 1939 to 1946. 

“I do not think the city ever built or assisted in 
any flying operations, except in loaning the old 
Lansdowne field a road roller, which sank into the 
turf, leaving a bigger hole than was already there. 
We were glad to see it off the field. 

"This was in. 1928, when the first triangle 
service was put into operation by the B.C. Airways 
land planes (Ford tri-motor).” 

The company later made its own roller, pulled 
by a tractor. The heavy rollers were there until 
building of the Lansdown school began. 

“History comes on pretty fast,” Mr. Cressy 
said. "They should put up a plaque saying 'This 
was the site of the original Victoria airport.” 

"It would be handy if there still was an airport 
there," I said. "For light planes.” 

"The hospital nearby," said Mr. Cressy. "That 
was the trouble. Complaints of noise. And after 
they had built houses on the old Willows grounds, 
flying became too dangerous there.”

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Ratepayers Say ‘No’ 


■\VfHEN a civic proposal uhich has 
” been thoroughly canvassed and 
explained to the public is defeated 
by a two-to-one vote of the rate¬ 
payers that ought to settle the 
matter for the present. There f can be 
no room for doubt about the wishes 
of the ratepayers with respect to the 
civic mall and parking building by¬ 
law. despite the fact that it had the 
unanimous support of the city coun¬ 
cil. As the years go by popular feel¬ 
ing may or may not undergo change 
If the downtown parking problem 
becomes acute, but for the time being 
there would be nr, point in modifying 
the plan for yet another submission 
in the form of a money bylaw. 

Mayor Scurrah has accepted the 
rebuff to the council and its planners 
in good part, as a demonstration of 
the democratic way of settling con¬ 
tentious public questions. He has sug¬ 
gested two causes of public dissatis¬ 
faction with the plan: "unjustified” 
fear of an increase in taxes, and the 
prospect of having present parking 
meter fees increased to pay off the 
proposed $1,000,000 loan. He may 
have missed a third, and perhaps the 
most telling factor: marked public 
feeling that parking facilities for the 
henefit of downtown business should 
not be created at public expense. 


It might look as if the ratepayers 
were fickle in their voting, since the 
original mall and parking building 
bylaw was endorsed bv the first poll. 
Since then, however, the city’s two 
biggest department stores have spent 
large amounts of their own money 
providing parking space, and other 
businesses have carried out similar 
projects on a smaller scale. Also there 
has been the drvofcipmert of new 
shopping centres, each with its own 
parking area. Private enterprise 
having shown this willingness to 
accommodate customers without 
cost to the taxpayers, it is logical for 
the latter to conclude that this is 
the way the problem of parking 
should be solved 

While accepting that as a prob¬ 
able explanation of this change of 
mind, one may still feel disappoint¬ 
ment over the failure of the mall 
scheme. This was an opportunity to 
modernize part of the business area 
and to revitalize it in the tense 
rivalry which has latterly developed 
between the old centre of retail trade 
and the new self-contained shopping 
areas on the fringes. It is perhaps 
unfortunate that the mall and the 
parking building ideas had to be sub¬ 
mitted as a single issue, with the 
result that the defeat of one was 
the defeat of both.

Although It may seldom make 
the headlines, Canada's long study 
of radioactive Isotopes through Its 
nuclear reactflrs at Chalk River and 
elsewhere has contributed significant 
knowledge which has been placed at 
the disposal of the world. These ef¬ 
forts, while necessarily limited by the 
financial and economic resources of 
the nation, have had to do with the 
civil uses of scientific advance which 
in the long run will be of dominant 
importance to humanity.

Precise knowledge of meanings 
helps but I have Just heard of a new 
and unnerving technique practised by 
a young woman who can neither read 
nor write. Let’s name her Miss 
Nomer. I call It the method of the 
near-miss.

For Instance, this lady does not 
say "Happy as a sand boy.” She aays 
“Happy as a sandbag." 

This is most disturbing, for, when 
you come to examine It, there is no 
reason at all why a sandbag should 
not be as happy as a sand boy. I’ve 
never seen a happy sand boy—or any 
kind of sand boy for that matter. But 
I have seen a reasonably contented 
sandbag. 

Another example fronv the same 
near-miss expert. She said she didn't 
like living near a church because “the 
bells keep charming, charming all 
the time." And don’t chime In and 
ask me why. 

★ * ★ 

Old ladles, who are a little forget¬ 
ful, she describes as "doting." which 
is easy enough, but sometimes the 
shots aren't ao much near-misses as 
wild ricochets. 

Miss Nomer was asked why she 
did not get a private tutor to come to 
her home to help her read and write. 
"Oh.” she said primly, "my landlady 
doesn't allow tooting in any of the 
rooms." Which is, maybe. Juat as well. 
Her final salvo, which I commend 
''la. Mr. R. A. Butler, concerned one of 
the films about Oscar Wilde. Miss 
Nomer went to see this and when 
asked if she had enjoyed it she said: 
"Yes, ever so! It was all about those 
home secretaries.” 


M R. Speaker Michener of the Com¬ 
mons tends to agree that it 
would be a good idea to deprive MPa 
of their desks in 
the chamber, and 
give them only 
benches to sit on, 
in the style of 
Westminster. 

This idea h|a a 
been put forward 
by a good many 
persons over the 
years — including, 
be it noted, an MP from l-ake Centre, 
SMk., named Diefenbaker. 

A deskless chamber would be a 
roomier chamber, but the current in¬ 
terest in benches is not for the sake 
of more room, but for the sake of 
quality and brevity in parliamentary 
oratory. The desk Is an oratorical 
crutch. It Is a place on which an MP 
may Jay hli written speech—euphem¬ 
istically called "extensive notes" be¬ 
cause its against the rules to read a 
speech. 

So if there were no desks. MPs 
wouldn't be able to read speeches. 
They would talk less, what they say 
would be from their own minds and 
hearts, jind presumably Parliament 
would get through its business more 
quickly. 

★ * ★ 

But I wonder if enough thought 
has been given to the appearance of 
a deskiess chamber. One vision I con¬ 
jure -up ia of front bench cabinet 
ministers* sitting on their shoulder 
blades with their feet up on the big 
Commons table. 

Correctly or not. that’* the way 
English cartoonists have been wont 
to depict their own cabinet ministers 
an Anthony Eden, for example, 
with hia number nines parked on the 
edge of the table, beside the bat¬ 
tered old despatch box. 

British PMs and CMs must have 
Inherited this habit from the 600 vear* 
old history of their Parliaament. but 
I don’t think John Diefenbaker or 
Don Fleming could carry It off with 


any aplomb. Not only would It be not 
In the more decorous tradition of our 
Parliament, but I don't think their 
dignity is that flexible- to say noth¬ 
ing of their joints. 

And then there is the danger of 
drowsiness. I have seen cabinet min¬ 
isters fall asleep at their desks. TKe 
late Veterans Minister Ian Mackenzie 
snored and irritated Mackenzie King. 
Back benchers used to run little 
sweepstakes on how long it would 
take for the nose of a former secre¬ 
tary of state to hit his desk. 

But at least the sleepers were held 
in a more or less upright position by 
the arms of their chairs. With 

benches — well, I wonder if Mr. 
Speaker has considered that he may 
have to he asking the hon. member 
for East Drumhead to shake the 

sprawling form of hia neighbor the 
hon. member for West Whistlestop 
and request that he not snore so 
loudly? 

★ ★ A 

But the real question Is whether 
enough MPs are sufficiently inter¬ 
ested In shortening the session to give 
up their oratorical crutches. The 

House can replace desks with benches 
only If a majority of the MPs ap¬ 
prove. 

Unless there is another change in 
the rules, I doubt if they will sur¬ 
render their desks. Most of them are 
poor speakers. They need texts to fol¬ 
low. And they Insist on putting for¬ 
ward their viewa, often on purely 
local matters, so their words will ap¬ 
pear in Hansard, which they will then 
distribute among the voters back 
home. 

The way around this difficulty Is 
to permit MPs to Insert speeches in 
the official record without actually 
having delivered them in the cham¬ 
ber. A good deal of material goes 
into the record that way now. as ap¬ 
pendices to Hansard. Use of the Han¬ 
sard appendix could be increased, to 
take in speeches put on the record 
but not read into it. Parliament then 
might - Just might—finish ita work in 
six months.

Whole World Watching 


A S Nikita Khrushchev point, with 
prtri#. vlewa with »l»rm »nd hi> ■ 
look «t th* record (or th* b*n*(lt ot th* 
faithful In Bucharest. It Is ditllcult lor 
th* North American observer to reallzt 
that he Isn't running lor office. 

It c»n safely be assumed that Russia's 
premier had the vote of the Romanian 
delegation sewed up as he claimed sol* 
credit (or thwarting th* nefarious plans 
of th* wicked Imperialists in Suez. 
Lebanon. Turkey, Korea and Japan. What 
remains tantslizingly uncertain is th* 
Identity and airength of the men h* la 
running against. 

In the absence of reliable channels of 
Information, it ia difficult for Westerner! 
to gauge th* Importance of th* differ¬ 
ences of opinion that undeniably exist In 
th* Communist camp. But Khrushchev 
himself has recently offered more than 
one piece of evidence that he Is under 
pressure from party fundamentalists. 

* * * 

Th* most striking discrepancy la 
Illustrated by China’s unchanging and un¬ 
compromising hostility to the West, ap¬ 


parently unaffected by the daytoday 
fluctuations emanating from Moscow. 

The rift was forced into the open last 
winter when Khrushchev, embarrassed 
by Chines# border encroachments on the 
eve of his visit to India, took an un¬ 
precedentedly neutral stand on the dis¬ 
pute between his Communist ally and hia 
aggrieved hosts. 

Apparently unperturbed at being 
caught out of step, th* Chinese continued 
to call down the wrath of the heavens 
upon the lackeys of capitalism. When 
Khrushchev stalked out of the Paris sum¬ 
mit conference last month, the Commun¬ 
ist sfltes were suddenly in step again. 

* * * 

Th# prevalent theory, unsupported by 
anything as concrete as Khrushchev's 
behavior lri India, was that the Russian 
leader has reversed hia peaceful coex¬ 
istence policy In response to the urglngs 
of polltburo-colleagues who sympathized 
with the tough China line. 

But coexistence remained Khrush¬ 
chev's theme song in Bucharest, although 
It was accompanied by a rhythmic thump¬ 
ing of aggressive military blocs, spy 
planes and Tltolst heresy. 


Retpectable Old Age 

W HAT happens to elderly cinema 
organs that have hooted, 
honked, blared, blasted and produced 
tons and tons of audible syrup for 
every- conceivable situation on and off. 
the screen? 

I will tell you. Tlw*y are stripped 
for respectability. 

The great organ that once mewed, 
cooed and trumpeted from, the Gau- 
mont Theatre in the Ilaymarket, Lon¬ 
don. has gone to the Chalkwell Meth¬ 
odist Church, Westellff-on Sea. It has 
been stripped of most of Its "effects” 
apparatus and can now no longer 
imitate a Klaxon horn, a clog box, 
pistol shots, a train whistle and the 
sound of breaking surf. 

1 suppose the truth is that no 
really good cinema organ with its 
racy* Hollywood background could be 
tBpsted during a heavily moral Metho¬ 
dist sermon not to have just one final 
pistol shot, followed by a whoop on 
the Klaxon and a akittiah wallop on 
the old clog box. 


A SHOWDOWN that might blow

In a sub- 
iriisslon to Hon. Alvin Hamilton, min¬ 
ister of northern affairs and na¬ 
tional resources, the society asks that 
a sector of Wood Buffalo Park be set 
aside as a "truly Inviolate zone, a 
sanctuary in perpetuity for the 
world's last flock of whooping 
cranes.” 

Thirty-three birds in a last stand 
against the exploration and exploita¬ 
tion that has all but destroyed their 
race. Thirty-three birds, and the 
whole world watching.

Communist Rifts 

Khrushchev 
Under Fire 

By W. N. KWKR, from Izimdon 

U NTIL quite recently I was rather 
sceptical about suggestion! of 
serious divergences of view between 
the two major 
Communist 
powers. It was 
clear that there 
were differences 
between the Soviet 
Communist Party 
and t h e Chinese 
Communist Party. 

But they seamed 
until now to have 
been mainly "ideological." confined 
to those questions of interpretation of 
Marxist-Leninist doctrine which have 
always been a favorite occupation of 
Communist "theorist^ 

Is It orthodox doctrine to say that 
"war can be eliminated for ever"; 
or only that "the possibility of pre¬ 
venting a world war does exist at 
present?" This is a typical example, 
discussed at length in a recent issue 
of Peking Peoples Daily with impli¬ 
cation that some Sovieb leaders held 
the fust view, and that it is incorrect. 

A * ★ 

But now matters have taken a new 
turn. The starting point seems to 
have been the meeting Peking of 
the general council of the Communist- 
controlled World Federation of Traria 
Unions. Mr. Chou En-lai, addressing 
the delegates from 58 countries, told 
them: "... the aggressive and war¬ 
like nature of Imperialism will never 
change ... America's peace fraud haa 
been exposed again and again/' 

That speech was not reported by 
the Soviet press. In fact, the only 
speech reported at length was that of 
Mr. Grishin, the Soviet delegate, call¬ 
ing for "peaceful co-existence." The 
divergence had shifted from the re¬ 
gion of theory to that of immediate 
policy. Moscow's silence showed that 
Chou's speech was regarded there aa 
an Implied criticism of Mr. Khrush¬ 
chev's visits to the West and of 
"summitry." 

The Soviet reply, when it did 
come, was unprecedentedly sharp. It 
took not the usual form of a three- 
column article in Pravda. No names 
were mentioned. Just as Chou En-lal 
had mentioned none. But there was a 
blistering attack on "contemporary 
leftwingers in the international 
Communist movement who, having 
power in their hands, think that they 
can immediately introduce Commun¬ 
ism and avoid historic phases of ita 
development.” 

* * * 

The description fits the Chinesa 
Communist leaders, and them alone. 
And they are accused of "left-wing in¬ 
fantilism, extremism, dogmatism"— 
all among the harshest terms of Com¬ 
munist controversy. 

To rub it In, the authority of 
Lenin himself is Invoked. Indirectly 
but unmistakably, Mao Tse-tung and 
his colleagues are charged with devia* 
tion from the tradition of Marxism 
and Leninism—the gravest accusation 
that can be made against a Commun¬ 
ist; the equivalent of heresy in* the 
mediaeval Christian Church. 

There are. one feels sure, personal 
feelings behind all this, Mao, not un¬ 
naturally, resents Khrushchev's hold¬ 
ing the centre of the world stage 
while he himself stays perforce in the 
wings. He must be irked by even the 
possibility of "summits" from which 
he is excluded. He has. perhaps, rea¬ 
son to feel that he has had from his 
ally something less than the support 
to which he regards himself as en¬ 
titled. While, on his side. "Mr. K." 
is not the sort of man to take personal 
attacks and criticisms, from which¬ 
ever quarter, lying down. 

* * * 

Not often since the establishment 
of the Chinese People’s Republic 
have disagreements between Moscow 
and Peking come so clearly Into the 
open. But it would be a profound 
mistake to deduce too much from 
this. Alliances and axes are often sub¬ 
jected to severe strains — especially 
when the feelings of decidedly domin¬ 
ant personalities are concerned. But 
that does not mean that they coma 
anywhere near to breaking point. 

There Is another probably quit# 
as important — aspect of the whola 
affair. One passage in the Pravda 
article criticizing the attitude of "cer- 
tain people" to current .Soviet policy, 
quite evidently refers to people inside 
the Soviet Union and Indeed inside 
the Communist Party itself. One haa 
suspected for some time the exist¬ 
ence, even in the higher echelons of 
the party, of elements opposed, for 
one or another reason, to Mr. Khru¬ 
shchev and his policies. How strong, 
how threatening to hia leadership, it 
is quite impossible to judge. But I 
now feel certain that this opposition 
exists, and that Mr. Khrushchev 
thinks that it has to be dealt with. 

* * * 

It is wrong I think, to look on it 
as a struggle between a moderate and 
comparatively liberal Khrushchev 
and a group of rigid, dogmatic 
Stalinists. The Pravda article hits out 
on all sides. Lenin's teachings are di¬ 
rected against the right-wing oppor¬ 
tunists. contemporary revisionists 
and left wing doctrinaires." 

That was Stalin a method: to con¬ 
solidate his authority by accusing all 
critics or opponents, either or right- 
wing deviations, or of left-wing devia¬ 
tions. Khrushchev's technique^* 
though different in the meanj em¬ 
ployed. seems essentially the same. 
And he ia an exceedingly skilful tech¬ 
nician.

Your editorial on the above subject la ol personal 
Intereat to me: I hope to other readers to. 

Section 33 (2>, Criminal Code of Canada. Juvenile 
Delinquents Act, reads: “Any person who. being the 
parent or guardian ot the child (16 or under in the code- 
18 or under in the provincial act) and being able to do 
ao, knowing neglecta to do that which would directly 
tend to prevent said child being or becoming a Juvenile 
delinquent, or to remove the conditions that render or 
are likely to render the child a Juvenile delinquent, la 
liable on aummary conviction before a juvenile court nr 
maglatrate to a fine not exceeding 1500 nr to Imprison¬ 
ment for a period not exceeding two years of to both line 
and imprlaonment." 

In 35 years of working with delinquents I have never 
known that section of the code to he put to its full 
advantage: I venture to say that If It had been. Juvenile 
delinquency would never have been as serious a problem 
as It la today. 

A provision of thst nature, with a punishment as 
severe, should he Included In all provincial Juvenile delin¬ 
quents acts, all government liquor control acts. I would 

raise the age to 21 under which Juvenile delinquents could 
be charged I would see that the act was put Into force. 
Parents will sit up and take notice then. 

Many thousands of delinquents of all age* came my 
way. Most of them had become rebels against society 
because of their drinking habits. A standard question I 
ask when counselling them was. "When did you start 
to drink?” Almost without exception they would reply, 
"Before I was 16." There Is the aniwer to the problem 
of delinquency. 

You mention that the waiters “are scared stiff of 
admitting Juveniles.” Good! That la whit the law Is for! 
It is time that Juvenile delinquents, their parents too. 
were “scared stiff!”

TACKLE BOX 


It has horn impossible, liocause of that constantly- 
blowing wind, for anyone to assemble anything like an 
authoritative and comprehensive fishing report for the 
past week. From Campbell River to Sooke the story 
is almost invariably the same—mot enough fishermen 
are getting out for long enough to find out whether or 
not fishing is good. 

There have been a rnuple of exceptions. George Bales 
reports from Bates Beach Boathouse that Wednesday and 
Thursday nights urre two of the best he has had there for 
some time, indicating that the annual Juft# run of springs 
has come in. 

Thursday night all but one boat brought in salmon and 
at least six had fish between 15 and 20 pounds. Quite a 
number of coho were al«o taken but a stiff wind came up and 
fishermen had to get off the water by 8 . 

Another good report came in yesterday from Ted 
Smitheringale. manager of Painters Lodge at Campbell 
River, where tourists are on hand to take advantage of the 
periods when the wind lets up enough to permit fishing from 
time to time. 

Tides in the area are favorable at the moment and anglers 
have been limiting often on coho averaging five pounds and 
getting a good number of springs between eight and 15 
pounds In early morning and evening fishing. Best time for 
coho has been in the late morning. 

Anglers in the v Campbell River area have been using 
mainly Tiny Louie plugs. Tom Mack spoons and the Kam 
Lure, which is probably used more there than anywhere else 
on the Island. At Bates Beach, the popular lures have been 
the Rex Field plug and the StripTeaser. 

+ + * 

A Rex Field plug, incidentally, is a worthwhile addition 
♦o any tackle box. The Courtenay plugmaker has both a 
six-inch plug and his new plastic three-inch coho plug on the 
market in attractive packaging and should get a good response 
from anglers who prefer artificials. Both are proven fish- 
foolers and can he trolled fast enough to discourage most of 
the ever-lurking dogfish. 

4r * * 

Speaking of lures, it is becoming more and more evident 
that more and more anglers are realizing that success does 
not necessarily come from cramming a tackle box with dozens 
of lures. 

Those who like to fish herring, herring strip or minnows 
seldom use an artificial and most of those who use bait use 
It in either the StripTeaser or the Minnow Teaser. Rhys 
Davis* lurea have not only been established for some years 
now hut are gaining each year in popularity. 

Rhys now has six different lures on the market. Introduc¬ 
ing the Tiny Teaser. Herring Teaser and Super Strip-Teaser 
this year to go along with the small and large Strip Teaser 
and the Minnow Teaser. 

The Tiny Teaser and Herring Teaser, particularly, fill a 
need for the fisherman who prefers bait. The former is 
designed for coho fishing and can be trolled at speeds which 
make it possible to avoid dogfish, which are particularly the 
bane of bait-users. The Herring Teaser, which will take bait 
to seven and a half inches, is the answer to the recent trend 
to use large whole herring. 

Among the artificials, the Tom Mack spoon and the 
Lucky Louie plugs seem to have established themselves with **•■*■** LEAor * 
lasting popularity.

A Shot in the Stem 


By M. V. < HKSM T. FRHS 

-Along about the end of June, 
practically every kind of [Slant we 
grou benefits from a quick-acting 
fertilizer of some sort. I don't think 
this has anything to do with the 
weather ft is Just that the hectic 
flush of spring growth is over and. 
while the plants are getting their 
second wind, a little tonic is appre- 
. «ated. 

All the annual plants need this 
shot in the arm. from tomato plants 
to petunias; the tomatoes to help 
form and plump up this seasons 
crop of fruits the petunias to help 
maintain their extraordinary nonstop 
performance of blooming, which mist 
be terribly exhausting. Trees 'and 
shrubs and hush fruits need feeding 
too. to lay the foundation for next 
year's crop, plus a little something 
extra for the crop they are carrying. 
★ * * 

Those fortunate gardeners who 
own a Ross Root Feeder can inject 
liquid fertilizer Into the soil around 
the roots. Just where it will do the 
most good I bought one of these 
grand garden aids several years ago 
and 1 am becoming more and more 


enthusiastic about it all the time. The 
only criticism I have to offer is that 
the chamber where you put the stick 
of dry soluble fertilizer isn't big 
enough and you have to stop to re¬ 
charge the thing a bit too often for 
my liking. 

If you don't, have a root-feeding 
device to work off the garden hose, 
the alternative is to mix up a bucket 
of liquid fertilizer and ladle it around 
the roots with a tin cup. Nowadays 
we have at least a dozen good 
brands 6f high test soluble fertilizers 
available pick whichever one takes 
your fancy. These hear about the 
same relation to ordinary bag fertil¬ 
izers as instant coffee does to ground 
coffee beads it costs a packet of 
money for only a small package, but 
it goes a long way and it dissolves 
immediately In water. 

* * * * 

Mix according to the directions on 

the package one tablespoonful per 
gallon i« the usual dosage In apply¬ 
ing. I like to get down to it. sprawling 
at ease alongside the plants, and 
make a little depression or shallow 
trench around each plant to he 
treated, lust under the outermost 
spread of the branches, where the 


most active feeding roots are found. 
Ladle the fertilizer into this little 
ditch and. when it drains away, scrape 
a little dry soil up over the wetted 
portion to delay evaporation. . 

You'll have to use your own Judge¬ 
ment as to how much to give each 
plant. This will vary according to the 
size of the plant and its root system, 
ranging from about IS cupfuls for 
a petunia or similar dwarf heeding 
plant, a quart for a husky tomato 
plant or delphinum. two quarts to a 
raspberry or black currant bush and 
up to 10 gallons fdr a fair sized tree. 
♦ * ♦ 

Trees growing in the lawn pose 
something of a problem, for a quan¬ 
tity of fertilizer enough to benefit the 
tree would constitute a serious over¬ 
dose for the lawn grasses. The Ross 
Root Feeder takes care of this 
nicely by injecting the nutrient fluid 
well below the grass roots. 

Failing this, make a series of holes 
In the grass with ai crowbar, a foot 
deep and 1H feet apart, in a circle 
around the tree in the drip area, 
under the outermost branch tips. 
Pour about a quart of the fertilizer 
in each hole, then fill up with aand 
or dryish topsoil.

Last Victory for the East? 


T thought the Emmy Awards this 
year were, on the whole, splendid, 
largely because I agreed with them. 
I, for one, was delighted to see 
Robert Mulligan get the directorial 
award for “The Moon and Sixpence.” 
There was a very simple, classic, 
almost architectural design to his 
direction of that show that I found 
deeply moving and satisfying. Not 
everyone agreed. 

Similarly. I thought the selection 
of Laurence Olivier and Ingrid Berg¬ 
man as the best actor and actress 
for their roles in "Moon and Six¬ 
pence" and "Turn of the Sqrew” was 
eminently suitable. Both brought 
grandeur I can think of no better 
word--to a medium that scarcely ever 
sees any. Both w*ere overpoweringly 
authoritative and in the hest sense 
of the word memorable in a medium 
whose aim. it sometimes seems. Is to 
be so utterly forgettable that only the 


commercials stay In your memory. 
I can still see Olivier's superb scorn 
for scribblers as he called us writer 
chaps; I can still see Ingrid's shim¬ 
mering fear as she first laid eyes on 
that ghost.

This may be the last year In 
which the unforgettable wins out 
against the forgettable in the Emmy 
awards but this year the memorable 
shows won going away. The West 
Coast may be running off with all the 
programming It already owns all 
the time on all the networks but It 
was the East Coast that took most of 
the awards and all of the coveted 
ones. It was CBS. which still believes 
In quality programming, that prac¬ 
tically swept the board. It not only 
swept the awards but in many cases 
seemed to have all the nominations. 
The CBS domination at times got 
downright embarrassing, considering 
that NBC carried the Emmy award 
show. 


When you remember that roughly 
RO per cent of prime time television 
comes out of the Hollywood pulp 
mills, the victory of Eastern tele¬ 
vision is sweeping. Both "Screw" and 
"Sixpence" were taped in the East. 
Art Carney, who deservedly won the 
best comic award, comes from the 
East. The two public service shows 
which took awards "The Population 
Explosion" and Twentieth Century 
‘both CBSi came out of the East as 
did the Huntley Brinkley news shows 
«one of the few NBC-owned shows to 
win i.

The show itself on NBC I thought 
was crisp and fast moving, and it 
stuck beautifully to the point. Its 
two moderators. Fred Astaire and 
Arthur Godfrey, were charpning. The 
by play by Joe Flynn was v&rv amus¬ 
ing and Rob Newhart. the new 
comedian, who carried the burden of 
entertainment, was hysteric ally 
funny.

Mao’s Philosophy: 
Keep in Touch 
With the People

The ba*ic philosophy of Mao 
Tse-tung ia very simple--it is 
the people that matter, and 
therefore a* a man riaes in 
rank or responsibility he must 
remain in touch with the 
people. 

In conversation with him 1 
suggested that the all import 
ant person waa the leader; *he 
people didn't always know 
what was beat for them, and 
the leader then decide*. Mao 
did not accapt this altogether. 
While agreeing on the need 
for good leader*, he insisted 
that the will of the people w.ia 
what counted; once the people 
trusted a man they would ac 
cept hia leadership and hia 
decisions but not otherwise. 

I intervened here and said 
this was in accordance with 
my own philosophy tbit bat 
ties are won primarily In the 
hearts of men and that once 
you can gain the trust and 
confidence of those who are 
around you. then the greatest 
achievements Became possible. 
When I said this. Mao tookid 
at me and said again: 'I sec 
you ara very enlightened!” 

* * ♦ 

In accord with this basic 
philosophy. Mao has ordered 
that everybody who ia not 
actually a rural or urban 
worker must leave hla office 
or Job for one month in each 
year and go to work with the 
people. The Mayor of Canton 
worked for a month in a fac 
too. One of Chou En-lai's 
private secretaries, a civil ibr- 
vant. had Just returned from 
working in the fields for a 
month; another had worked 
on a building project employ¬ 
ing 50.000 men. 

Mao himself is seldom in 


Peking; he inconstantly on the 
move visiting the factories and 
eommunies, seeing what is go¬ 
ing on and what is still needed, 
and working himself on occa¬ 
sions with the people. If Chou 
En-lai or others want to see 
him. they must go to him — 
and they find him with the 
people. 

In the army, every officer 
from general to second-lieuten¬ 
ant ha* to afrva for one month 
a year in the ranks — living 
with the soldiers in the bar¬ 
rack room, and training in tht 
ranks a* a private soldier. 

The philosophy of the "three 
treasures" has resulted in a 
speed of work which ia re¬ 
markable indeed, it is almost 
unbelievable. This ia achieved 
by the urge to work on the 
part of every individual In a 
gigantic labor force—to work 
for China. 

* * e 

I visited a large textile fac¬ 
tory on the outskirts of Pe- 
king, employing 6.000 woakers 

of whom 70 per cent were 
women. The whole of the ma¬ 
chinery was made in China. 
The factory was erected in 
six months. It produces 150 
miles of cotton cloth a day. 

A complete new town was 
being built outside Shanghai, 
complete with shops, houses, 
blocks of flats, etc. We drove 
slowly through it. The work¬ 
ers were Just like ants, crawl¬ 
ing all over every building. The 
town was begun four months 
ago; it will completed In 
July. There must have been 
several hundred thousand 
worker* engaged on the pro- 
Ject. , 

In general, a building pro¬ 
ject is not assessed in term* 
of money — but In terms of 
the number of worker* neces¬ 
sary to complete It In the 
shortest poaaibla time.

The Victoria branch of the B.C. SPCA would like to 
puhlically commend the reported decision made by the 
finance committee of the municipality of Saanich on June 
21 regarding the adoption of an "under control" bylaw 
rather than a leash law and to adopt a more humane 
method of destruction for unwanted or injured animals. 

This society recommends that all dog owners in 
Saanich do everything possible to keep their dogs under 
their immediate control when they are off their own 
property and to conform to all the requirements of the 
new bylaw when it comes into force. This could well be 
the last chance if dog owners refuse to recognize their 
personal responsibility for the actions of their dogs to 
their community and neighbors. 

This society has always contended that the rights of 
those people 1 who do not own or like dogs should he 
respected and that they be given the necessary protection 
from annoyance by the animal or dog bylaws. 

The privilege of owning a dog also carries responsi¬ 
bilities; those of seeing that the animal is properly cared 
for and that It Is not a nuisance to neighbors or a hazard 
on roads.

Laicbreaking Juveniles 

Your editorial on the above subject Is of personal 
Interest to me: I hope to other readers to. 

Section 33 (2». Criminal Code of Canada. Juvenile 
Delinquents Act, reads: “Any person who. being the 
parent or guardian of the child > 16 or under in the code 
18 or under in the provincial acti and being able to do 
ao. knowing neglects to do that which would directly 
tend to prevent said child being or becoming a Juvenile 
delinquent, or to remove the conditions that render or 
are likely to render the child a juvenile delinquent, is 
liable on summary conviction before a juvenile court or 
.magistrate to a fine not exceeding 6500 or to imprison¬ 
ment for a period not exceeding two years or to both fine 
and imprisonment.’’ 

In 35 years of working with delinquents I have never 
known that section of the code to be put to its full 
advantage: I venture to say that If it had been. Juvenile 
delinquency would never have been as serious a problem 
as it is today. 

A provision of that nature, with a punishment as 
severe, should be included in all provincial Juvenile delin¬ 
quents acts, all government liquor control acts. I would 
false the age to 21 under which Juvenile delinquents could 
be charged. I would see that the act was put into force. 
Parents will sit up and take notice then. 

Many thousands of delinquents of all ages came my 
way. Most of them had become rebels against society 
because of their drinking habits. A standard question I 
ask when counselling them was. "When did you start 
to drink?” Almost without exception they would reply. 
“Before I was 16.” There is the answer to the problem 
of delinquency. 

You mention that the waiters “are scared stiff of 
admitting Juveniles.” Good' That is what the law is for! 
It is time that Juvenile delinquents, their parents too, 
were “scared stiff!”

LONDON (UPI) — Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
and the United States s 
both criticized yesterday by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury 
for the U-2 spy plane incident 
and the summit breakup.
